CONSTRUCTION OF TUNNEL 


FROM DOVER TO CALAIS

London, Sept. 22.—The clash of war 
among the nations of Europe has not 
modified the views of the supporters 
of the channel tunnel scheme whose 
desire to build a tunel from Dover to 
Calais has been blocked for years by 
the military authorities on the ground 
that it would destroy England's insul 
arity 
Several peers and members of par 
liament who have for long shown an 
interest'in the scheme declare thai 
instead of proving at assistance to 
the enemy, a channel tunnel would 
have been of supreme assistance in 
transporting the British army. 
They declare they will continue the 
advocacy of the tunnel at the end of 
the war. The precautions suggested 
to prevent the tunnel being made use 
of for an invasion of England include 
the flooding of a dip in the tunnel, 
commanding exits 
with 
guns that 
could not be silenced from the sea, 
and an electric button that might 
touch oft an explosion to destroy a 
part of the tunnel if-necesary.

THE WAR TAX. 


Of all the foolish propositions yet 


entertained by the democratic party, 
the proposed war tax to make good 
the revenue losses caps the climax. 
There Is no occasion for the tax, and 
the only excuse is politics. 


The party in power is afraid of a 


bond issue, and rather than face it. 
proposes to tax the people already 
burdened with taxes, to save its po- 
litical scalp. 


The democratic party has never 


shown the ability to finance the affairs 
of the nation, and the war tax propo- 
sition indicates that they are slow to 
learn by experience. 


Cut out the pork barrel for a year 


and give the country a rest from op- 
pressive legislation, and there will be 
plenty of money for legitimate ex- 
penses. 
If not, issue one hundred 


millions in. bonds, and there will be 
no questions asked. The occasion is 
unusual, and the American people are 
not responsible for present conditions; 
neither should they be directly taxed 
to pile up 
money in the national 


treasury, when it is not needed. 


Mr. Wilson is a wise man, in some 


respects, but he has yet a lot to learn 
about business. Ho is a theorist and 
not a financier, and his cabinet, big 
and large, would make a poor show- 
ing in industrial or commercial life.

FLOATING CONTACT MINES. 


"Attention is being widely called to 


claims of cruelties and wrongs perpe- 
trated in the European war. 'The 
opinion of mankind,' said President 
Wilson, 'is the final arbiter of all such 
matters.' It is time that public opin- 
ion were directed toward another form 
o* outrage—that 
of sowing floating 


contact mines in the open seas. Brit- 
ish trawlers are constantly picking up 
these mines in the paths of the world's 
•commerce. The all too frequent sink- 
ing of vessels of neutrals engaged in 
lawful trade, in waters where they 
have a right to be, gives distressing 
and indisputable evidence that certain 
portions of the seas have been thickly 
strewn with these instruments of de- 
struction, with reckless disregard of 
neutral rights. 


"The sea is an open 'highway, 


which the vessels of the world have 
the right to travel. 
No belligerent 
power can justify the setting afloat of 
any negine of destruction likely to in- 
sure neutrals on the high seas. What 
would be done with a man who placed 
a mine in the highway, and a death 
resulted? It would be no justification 
to 
say that 
an enemy sometimes 


passed over that road. 
Instead, he 


would be held to intend the conse- 
quences of his act. Should there be 
any difference between the law which 
governs the conduct of an Individual 
and a nation? 


"When a sea is mined, the danger 


does not end with the war. Long af- 
ter the termination of the Russo-Jap- 
anese war, vessels were sunk by 
mines which had floated away from 
the harbor at Port Arthur. At the 
second Hague conference the Chinese 
delegates stated that near six hundred 
Chinese had lost their lives by these 
mines. 
The conference made it un- 


lawful to use such mines in. warfare. 


"But of what avafl is a treaty or 


convention, if, when war comes, it is 
merely 'a scrap of paper'? The opin- 
ion of the civilized world should be 
brought to bear upon this form of mur- 
der. 
No civilized nation will lay 


death-traps for friends and foe alike, 
if thereby it is to incur the odium and 
execration of the world." 


The Wall Street Journal thus dis- 


cusses one of the dsmnable methods 
employed in modern warfare. 
Next 
to the bombs dropped from the sky 
over some ill-fated city, the floating 
mine Is most menacing. 
The ship 


which, comes in contact with one of 
these mines in mid-ocean, or 
near 


shore, is certain of destruction, and 
all kinds of craft are liable. 
The 


practice of planting them should be 
abandoned in the interests of 'human- 
ity. 


A dispatch from Home says that 


more than 60,000 wounded Austrian 
soldiers already 
have 
arrived 
in 


Vienna, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from that city. The hospitals 
of the city are filled to overflowing, 
and huts have been built to take care 
of the recent arrivals. 
The supply of 


doctors, nurses and 
medical 
equip- 


ment are insufficient to take care of 
the wounded. Food is scarce. 


This is only one of a dozen cities 
where hospitals are crowded, to say 
nothing of the fields of carnage where 
men were slaughtered like sheep, and 
buried 
in 
the 
trenches 
without 


ceremony. 
The horrors of war can 


only be imagined.

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EXPLAINS METHODS 


FOR DRYING CORN 


.Allen B. We«t Writes of Corn Condi- 


tion During Drying Season—Sun- 


light Bad. 
(Allen B. West. 


Driving through tlie country in this 
vicinity at this time of year, one fre- 
ouently sees seed corn hung up to dry, 
sometimes on the 
windmill frame, 
sometimes under the porch roof or 
the roof of some outbuilding. 
Isow. 
while some of these places are suit- 
•able for the drying of the corn, it is 
doubtful if most oZ them present con- 
ditions to secure the best results, for 
T*ipon the germinating power 
or the 
.seed corn rests its value and this in 
'turn depends very largely upon the 
'.way in which it is cured. 
It must 
be remembered that each 
'kernel of corn contains a small living 
••plant and conditions must be such as 
not to injure its vitality. 
. 
There are 
three 
things against 


which "the germ in the little plant must 
he protected, 
moisture—strong sun- 


light, and freezing. The rays of the 


• sun will 
injure 
the vitality of the 
seed on the side ot the ear turned 
toward the sun. hence the windmill 
frame is not usually a good place for 
drying seed corn. 
If dried under a 
porch roof or the roof of some corn 
crih or outhouse, it is doubtful if a 
sufficient degree of dry-ness is reach- 
ed to insure against inury from freez- 
ing when freezing weather comes on. 
When takei from the stalk, corn 
contains from 20 to 30 per cent

Chalona-Sur-Marne to Marcy—The 
country lying. , between :Chalons-sur 
Marne and Na'ncy is rich.' in-.hist.ory 
and full .of points'.bf present-day inter- 
est. By air line the'distance'between 
Nancy' and Chalons is 85 miles;; by 
rail is 112 miles, and by canal, "The 
Marne and the Rhine," which, extends 
from the head 
of navigation on the 
Marine river into Germany, about 120; 
The first important town out of Cha- 
lons by rail is Vitry-Le-Francois, with 
a population of about 9,000. 
;This 
place was formerly fortified and, be- 
ing located at the crossroads'-leading 
to Chalons, Chaumont, Fontainebleau 
and other points, is a strategic posi- 
tion. 'Beyond Vitry-is an uninterest- 
ing framing country, after which we 
come to ar-Le-Duc, with its monument 
t othe boys of the Meuse, who fell in 
170, its.beautiful church of St. Pierre, 
and its monument of the Michaux, a 
family who introduced important im;
